Mrs. M. M. Sanders of Racine the 


superintendent of the suffrage depart- 
ment expressed her gratitude at see- 
Ing the suffrage color used in the 
decorations of the 
church.

franchise department has distributed 
three times as. much literature as 
^ver before, has held three times as 
many parlor meetings and secured 
the publication of twice as many ar- 
xticles in the newspapers. 
288 have 


placed their names on the perma- 
nent enrol'ment list. 
The 
state 


now has a woman factory inspector 
one woman on the boad of regents for 
normal, schools and the University of 
Wisconsin. 


Many legislators have stated their 


belief that the bill for universal suf- 
frage would have passed at this ses- 
sion had there been organized effort 
behind it and also believe that the 
bil! will surely pass at the next ses- 
sion .if the women do their 
part. 


Wisconsin women are now entitled 
to vote on all school questions and 
are urged to exercise their right.

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LARGEST WARSHIP 


ON THE HIGH SEAS 


U. S. TO BUILD FASTEST BAT- 


TLESHIP KNOWN. 


Will Be a Powerful Vessel and Will 


Have a Displacement 
of 16,000 


Tons—Mount* Four 12 Inch, Six- 
teen 8-Inch, and Thirtj-Two 3-Inch 
Guns—Designs Being Prepared. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—The 


United States navy is to have the 
largest, most powerful and fastest 
battleship that has ever been con- 
structed. It is to have a displacement 
of 16,000 tons, which is 1,000 tons 
more than the displacement of the 
most recent additions to the British 
navy, and of the Georgia and Vir- 
ginia recently ordered for our own 
navy. 
Rear Admiral Bowles,., chief 


of the bureau of construction and re- 
pair, was today authorized' by the 
naval board of experts to 
proceed 


with the preparation of designs for 
the construction of this formidable 
floating war engine. 


Rear Admiral Bowles is satisfied 


that a 16,000 ton vessel can be built 
with greater speed and with heavier 
batteries, 
yet without 
increased 


draft that will prohibit her from en- 
tering many shallow American har- 
bors. 


Plans will be submitted to con- 


gress next session for one 16,000 ton 
battleship mounting four 
12-inch, 


sixteen eight inch and 
thirty-two 


three inch guns, a battery unequaled 
by that of any fighting vessel 
ever 


launched. 
This battery would sur- 


pass the combined batteries of any, 
two armored cruisers and with a 
speed of twenty-one knots an hour the 
ship would be the most powerful 
fighting machine on the seas.

IRISH EMIGRATION 


HAS FALLEN OFF 


Census »f the Last Decade Shows aa 


Unprecedented Slump in the 


Rate of Decrease. 


London, May 22.—The 
sensible 


check in the decrease of the popula- 
tion of Ireland as shown by 
this 


year's census is exciting considerable 
comment. 
The census of the last 


decade showed an 
unprecedented 


slump in the rate of increase. 
For 


flve decades previously the rate of 
decrease had progressively declined. 


In 1S51 the rate .was 19 per cent.; 


in 1861 it was 11 per cent; In 1871 
it was 6 per cent.; and In 1881, 4 
per cent, but in 1891 It was 9 per 
cent or double that of the previous 
decade. 
The present census shows 


that the -.decrease was only 5 per 
cent, which, although greater than 
that of 1881, Is only a Mttle more thaa 
one half that of the decade from 1881 
to 1891. 


In 1891 the population of Ireland 


was 4,704,750. 
This year it is 4,- 


456,546, a decrease of 300,000. The 
emigration from Ireland during the 
last decade has fallen off very rapidly 
until it has been reduced by more 
than one half. 


Previously 'to 1891 the number of 


persons emigrating had steadily in- 
creaeed from the year 1815. 
In 


that year the total emigration from 
the British Isles to all countries'was

GUSHING WELLS IN TEXAS ARE 


ONE OF THE EVIDENCES. 


Relative Value of tbe Beaumont Dis- 


trict aa Compared with Other Fields 
in Russia and This Country—Value 
in Money of a Single Well, Stag- 
gers Belief.

Beaumont, Tex., May 22—As one 


of the oil men have put it, the rank- 
est tenderfoot has as much absolute 
knowledge of the extent and nature 
of the oil deposit under this field as 
the best informed expert.

ACCOMMODATIONS FOR 


VISITORS IN BUFFALO. 


nnnilroilH of Hotel*. Bonrillinr nnd 


ItoomliiK HonHoi, BualilcM Mniij- Pri- 
vate IIoiucx. on (lie L.l»t. 
So much lias boon said and Tvrltten 


about the ability of the city of Buffalo 
to caro for the crowds which will at- 
tend the Fan-American Exposition this 
summer that a few facts and figures 
will be appreciated by the general pub- 
lic. 


In the first place, there are listed 


more than 200 hotels, which will give 
accommodation to 30,000 people: there 
are (SO boarding and rooming houses, 
afford lug accommodation for 18,500, 
while 7,000 owners of houses, most of 
whom never before hung out their 
tatchstring for a consideration, have 
signified their intention of opening 
their houses for the accommodation of 
visitors to Buffalo this summer. These 
7,000 homes will accommodate at least 
100,000 visitors. 


The Exposition Company has arrang- 


ed to furnish tent accommodation on 
the Exposition grounds for 250 uni- 
formed men. There arc also two com- 
panies arranging tent systems which 
will afford additional accommodation 
outside of the grounds for 1,500 or so. 


In addition to all this, there are a 


large number of buildings throughout 
the city now being remodeled and con- 
verted into hotels, the plans of which 
are not far enough along to afford an 
accurate description or to estimate ac- 
commodation at the present time. It is 
safe to estimate the present capacity 
of the city of Buffalo to accommodate 
150,000 strangers. To this may be add- 
ed accommodations for at least 50,000 
In the surrounding towns,•sncli as Ton- 
awanda, La Salle, Niagara Palls, Lock- 
port, Williainsville, Gardenville, De- 
pew and Lancaster, all within a short 
trolley ride of the city. 


Rates in hotels range from $1 per 


day upward. As ridiculous stories have 
been-circulated in regard to exorbitant 
hotel rates, it is well to note the rates 
that have been established at the Iro- 
quois, the most expensive hotel In the 
city. 
These are, for one in a room 


without bath, $3 and upward; for two 
in a room without bath, $5 and upward, 
thus making the minimum rate $2.50 
per Individual. The rate for a room 
with bath for one person. Is $5 or for 
two in a. room $7.50. This Is on the Eu- 
ropean plan.' Of course there are rooms 
and suites of rooms in this hotel for 
much higher rates for those who wish 
to pay them, but the prices here giv.en 
are the highest In the city for hotel

nse of which no charge will be made. 
It will bo necessary for visiting organ- 
izations lo furnish their own Ulaiikuts 
and subsistence. 


There will be no accommodation for 


cooking In this camp, .but the visitors 
will no doubt be able to make satisfac- 
tory arrangements with restaurants on 
the grounds at reasonable rates. 


It is expected that organizations tak- 


ing advantage of these camp privileges 
will, at such time as may be agreed 
upon beforehand, give military exhibi- 
tions without charge in the Stadium. 


Bands in uniform will be admitted to 


the grounds free. Organizations using 
this camp will pay one general admis- 
sion per man when they enter the 
grounds and must be governed by the 
rules and regulations laid down by the 
Exposition Company.

not exceeding six days for any one or- 
ganization.

men's squaws. 
The buffalo dance 


usually only takes place once, a year 
and usually occurs, .during; tb,e blue- 
berry season, . but;'the;festivity \fas 
carried out: rather early in the sea-' 
son in honor of the white chief, who 
is paying a visit to his tribe.
